1 . AMBASSADOR BELOVSKI CALLED ON ASSISTANT SECRETARY VEST 
ON SEPTEMBER 15 AND CHIEF OF PROTOCOL DOBELLE ON SEPTEMBER 
16 TO DISCUSS FURTHER PROGRAM DETAILS FOR KARDELJ'S VISIT. 

2. BELOVSKI'S FIRST POINT WAS TO SUGGEST THAT THE 
NEW YORK PORTION OF THE VISIT BE ELIMINATED. HE 
ACKNOWLEDGED THAT THIS MIGHT CAUSE SOME AWKWARDNESS, 

SINCE IT WOULD VIRTUALLY ELIMINATE ANY CHANCES FOR 
KARDELJ TO MEET WITH THE SECRETARY (WHO IS THE OFFICIAL 
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HOST FOR THE VISIT). WE HAVE THEREFORE RECOMMENDED, 

SUBJECT TO THE SECRET ARY"S WISHES, THAT THIS MEETING 
BE SCRUBBED. 

3. BELOVSKI WAS MOST PLEASED TO HEAR THAT BLAIR HOUSE 
HAD BEEN ARRANGED FOR THE ENTIRE PERIOD OF KARDELJ'S 
STAY IN WASHINGTON (SEPTEMBER 28-OCTOBER 5). 
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4. BELOVSKI READILY AGREED TO HOST A LUNCHEON (TOGETHER 
WITH KARDELJ ) ON SEPTEMBER 30, WHICH THE VICE PRESIDENT 

HAS AGREED TO ATTEND. THE FUNCTION PREVIOUSLY 
PROPOSED FOR THAT DAY, A LUNCHEON HOSTED BY ACTING 
SECRETARY CHRISTOPHER, HAS BEEN RESCHEDULED AS A 
DINNER ON THE EVENING OF KARDELJ'S ARRIVAL, SEPTEMBER 
28. 

5. TAKING THESE REVISIONS INTO ACCOUNT AND ALLOWING 
FOR CONTINUING UNCERTAINTY ON SOME DETAILS, THE 
SCHEDULE AS WE NOW SEE IT IS AS FOLLOWS:

6. BELOVSKI INDICATED THAT IN ADDITION TO HIS WIFE, 

KARDELJ WOULD BE ACCOMPANIED BY ONE CABINET MINISTER, 
PROBABLY LUDVIGER, ASSISTANT FOREIGN SECRETARY 
BERNARDIC, NORTH AMERICAN DIRECTOR STARCEVIC AND BY 
THE CHEF DE CABINET (WHOSE NAME HE DID NOT HAVE). 

IN ADDITION TO THESE PRINCIPALS, THERE WOULD BE A DOCTOR, 
A PERSONAL AIDE, AN INTERPRETER, A STENOGRAPHER AND 
THREE OR FOUR SECURITY PEOPLE. DOBELLE INFORMED 
BELOVSKI THAT ALL OF THE PRINCIPALS PLUS THOSE WHO 
HAD TO BE WITH KARDF.TJ WOULD BE ACCOMMODATED AT BLAIR 
HOUSE. HE ALSO SAID THAT WE WOULD PROVIDE TWO 
LIMOUSINES, ONE EACH FOR MR. AND MRS. KARDELJ, AND 
THAT OTHER TRANSPORTATION AND LODGING REQUIREMENTS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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WOULD BE THE YUGOSLAV EMBASSY'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

7. PROTOCOL WILL WORK WITH THE YUGOSLAV EMBASSY ON A 
SEPARATE PROGRAM FOR MRS. KARDELJ. 

8. ACTION REQUESTED. EMBASSY PLEASE GO OVER THE RE- 
VISED SCHEDULE WITH KARDELJ S OFFICE. ALSO PLEASE 
REQUEST FULL NAME LIST OF THOSE WHO WILL BE COMING. 
DEPARTMENT WILL REQUEST THAT VISAS BE WAIVED UNDER 
212(D)(4). VANCE 
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
